PLOT DISCOVERED.

iLondon, May 18.—.Ireland 
and 


Irish affairs again have come to the 
fore. Discovery of a plot involving 
certain ~ persons in Ireland was an- 
nounced last night in Dublin by the 
issuance of a proclamation signed by 
Edward Shortt, chief secretary for 
Ireland, in-the name of the lord lieu- 
tenant, Viscount French. The proc- 
lamation asserts that Butish sub- 
jects resident in Ireland have enter- 
ed into treasonable communication 
with the German enemy and calls for 
drastic measures to put down the 
German plot. Voluntary recruiting is 
urged in order that compulsion may 
be avoided and that the. Irish may 
assist-in putting down the conspir- 
acy.Communication with Dublin 
is 


slow but a,dispatch to the Times says 
that a large number of persons al- 
ready have been arrested in Dublin 
and other parts of Ireland. 


The number of Irish in co-opera- 


tion with the enemy is said to be 
very small. There have been various 
hints recently of German activity in 
the Sinn Fein and there has been no 
full explanation of recent arrests in- 
cluding that of a man. who landed on 
the Irish coast from a German sub- 
marine in a collapsible boat.. 


There is reference to voluntary en- 


listment in the proclamation, which 
appear to confirm predictions that 
the government has changed its 
policy concerning conscription in 
Ireland, owing to nationalists and 
Sinn Fein opposition. 
N A report became current in Ire- 
land Friday that the government 
contemplated launching a recruiting 
scheme on the lines of that formerly 
conducted by the Earl of Derby in 
England. It gained much prominence 
in Irish newspapers and was discuss- 
ed widely. However, a Dublin dis- 
patch to the Daily News says the re- 
port met only with ridicule. The dis- 
patch adds: 
"The atmosphere is completely un- 


suitable and it is doubtful if a sin- 
gle public man with real information 
could be found to back the scheme." 


Another report is to the effect 
that a number of prominent Irish 
men have submitted 
to 
Premier 


Lloyd George a request to appoint 
•General Sir Bryan Mahon, who has 
just relinquished, the military com- 
mand in Ireland, director of recruit- 
ing ra Ireland. General Mahon is pop- 
ular with large classes of Irishmen 
with whom he is regarded as having 
very active sympathies, but whether 
the appointment would have prac- 
tical results can only be speculated 
upon. According to one view the gen- 
eral could only succeeded if the gov- 
ernment gave Ireland a home rule 
parliament.

Pittsburgh, May 18.—A series of 


explosions in the Oakdale plant of 
the Aetna Chemical company at Oak- 
dale, west of here on -the Panhandle 
railroad soon after noon today prob- 
ably cost the lives of 100 persons 
and did property daitage which is es- 
timated at $1,000,000. 
The explo- 


sion fired the debris which is still 
burning and officers of Ahe company 
say that days may pass before exact 
loss of life will be known. 


The first explosion 
occurred 
at 


noon and was so slight that no one 


I was hurt and caused little damage. 
But it gave the employes warning 
and they hurried from the building. 
Many of them however, were caught 
in the next explosion which occurred 
a few minutes later and immediately 
the plant burst into flames. 
Three 


other explosions occurred .each one 
scattering the burning debris. Some 
of it fell among the great 
crowds 


which had gathered on the neighbor- 
ing hillsides and a number of persons 
were hurt but none killed. 


Portions of the wrecked building 


fell on 
the 
Panhandle 
railroad 


tracks and employes of the company 
hastened from Oakdale to Carnegie, 
six miles away as the wires along the 
line had been blown down by the ex- 
plosion. A wreck train wag made up 
and sent to the scene, followed by a 
relief train sent out by officers of 
Aetna company. 
A detail of state 


troopers from the constabulary sta- 
tion near Oakdale was ordered, to 
the place to control the crowds, and 
the sheriff of Allegheny county sent 
a large force of deputies. 


Several hundred white-robed wom- 


en gathered from 
Carnegie, Fort 


Pitt, Rennerdale, Walkers Mills and 
other villages near Oakdale were at 
traction line stations waiting for cars 
to carry them to Pittsburgh where 
they were to take part in the Red 
Cross parade this afternon. 
At the 


first sound of the 
explos-ion 
they 


abandoned the program for the pa- 
rade and following their leaders took 
up the march to Oakdale. For half 
an hour or more they could be seen 
strung out along the country roads- 
hastening* to the stricken village 
and upon their arrival there they re- 


ported to the doctors who had by 
this time reached the place from 
Carnegie. 


Many of them had taken the full 
surgical course of the Red Cross and 
were valuable assistants. 


The driver of a grocery wagon 


half a mile from the scene of the ex- 
plosion, picked up one badly injured 
workman and hurried with him to 
the nearest hospital. 


Revised estimates of the number 


of men employed when the xplosion 
occurred places it at 30ff. Fully 150 
of these, it was estimated ,had been, 
hurt in addition to the 100 killed. 


The chemical company also made 


up a relief train at Carnegie and 
hurried it to Oakdale. It carried doc- 
tors, nurses and surgical supplies. 
The physician in charge, it was- stat- 
ed, had instructions to report the 
loss of life at the earliest possible 
moment.

Not far from the destroyed plant 


is an important pumping station.'of 
the South Penn Oil Co. but the com- 
pany's offices in Pittsburgh Jiad -no 
report of damage to its property otn- 
er than that the windows had been, 
broken.

Another explosion occurred 
aff 
1:50 o'clock, this time a big- tank 
filled with an explosive known as 
T. N. A. letting go. The debris was 
scattered far and wide and, it ,was 
reported that a number of persons in 
the great crowd which stood on the 
hillside and watched the horning 
pile had been hurt but that no one 
had been killed. 
A detail of the state 


constabulary, it was stated, was on 
its way from its station near Oak- 
dale to take charge of the situation. 
' Among the persona injured in Jthe 
last explosion at the plant was a 
nurse who had one of her legs blown 
off while acting aa a stretcher bear- 
er. Other persons were injured when 
a quantity of sulphate acid which 
had escaped from the ' plant and 
found its way into a small stream 
was fired by sparks from the burning 
buildings. Far off on a hill top, 
fully half a mile from the scene of 
the explosion, two oil derricks were 
flaming high, having been fired by 
flying sparks.

OUR WAR CHEST. 


The 
people 
of 
Licking county 


are asked to fill the war chest with 
$360,000 next week. 
Every dollar 


necessary to defray the expense of 
the big campaign was pledged in ad- 
vance so that every penny and every 
dollar given to the war chest will be 
used for war relief.' 


The elimination of frequent drives 


for various war causes and the sub- 
stitution of a single drive and a sys- 
tematic method of supporting num- 
erous patriotic agencies is the pur- 
pose of the war chest plan. 


The war work organization has 


been admirally developed and an ex- 
ecutive committee consisting of ten 
high-class citizens of Newark and 
Licking county will direct the distri- 
bution of the money to be raised the 
coming week. 


Every resident of the community 


is invited to contribute to the war 
chest. The slogan is "1 to 31"—one 
day's pay each month or one day's 
pay to 31 days of service given by 
our soldiers and sailors. Those who 
have incomes in excess of $2000 per 
annum are asked to give in larger 
proportion. The 500 men constitut- 
ing the war work organization hope 
to see every person in Licking coun- 
ty during the next few days.

BUCKWHEAT IN OHIO. 


Buckwheat is a short season crop 


adapted to a wide range of soils and 
can furnish flour for wheat substi- 
tute this season. No grain crop ex- 
cels it on poor ground. 
Seeding 


about the first of July is preferred 
in Ohio, because then the ripening 
period comes in the cool weather of 
September and the grain develops 
best. 


Acre-yields in Ohio have averaged 


about 20 bushels, but 
frequently 


twice as much is harvested. 
The 


Japanese variety is most frequently 
grown, although the gray and silver 
hull are also common. From three 
to five pecks is drilled per acre. 


Acid phosphate will likely prove 


profitable in increasing the wield, 
especially on the poorer soils of the 
state. 
Steamed bone-meal is rec- 


ommended also by the Ohio Experi- 
ment Station if it is sold at a price 
no higher proportionally than acid 
phosphate.

(Atlanta Constitution ) 


The "War Department is consider- 


ng a proposal to raise the selective 
draft age to 40 years, or 10 jears 
above what it is now, and legislation 
to that effect may be asked for with- ; 
n a. few months. 


This is by no means an indication' 


;hat the man-power strength under 
:he present limitations is nearing ex- j 
haustion; but the plan has been sug- 
•ested simply in the 
interests of 


military efficiency and to equalize 
the distribution 
of 
combat 
duty 


among the nation's men who 
are 


physically and otherwise qualified to 
bear arms. 


The average man who has taken 


ordinary good care of his health is 
as strong and as fit physically at 40 
as he ever was, and fully as capable 
of withstanding the rigors'of war. In 
act, at 40 he is theoretically at his 
)est, all things being equal, he is at 
lis zenith physically, mentally and 
in point of age expectancy. 


It may be true that a majority of 


the country's forty-year men are on 
the down grade, and that the average 
among them are not up to the phys- 
ical standard of the average men 
at 30 or 21; but a law including them 
within the draft limitations would, of 
course, take that fact—if it is a fact 
—into consideration. 
Certainly 
it 


would impose no injustice upon men 
who are not capable of best service, 
while foreclosing a just claim upon 
men who are not capable 
of best 


service, while 
foreclosing 
a just 


claim upon the service of those who 
are. 


The man who at 40 has half of his 


life behind. If a native-born Ameri- 
can he has passed through 40 years 
of peace—with the exception of our 
little 
brush 
with 
Spain—during 


which he has enjoyed the supreme 
blessings of American freedom and 
protection and equalized opportuni- 
ties. Why, then, should he not be 
under as binding obligations to de- 
fend his country when, in a crisis, it 
needs him. as is his younger brother 
who has all of his best years before 
him and who is just mounting the 
threshold of his career? 


In this country there are thou- 


sands—perhaps hundreds of thou- 
sands—of men at 40 who are strong 
and sturdy of physique, 
and 
who 


would not have a pretense of exemp- 
tion grounds to offer in case of draft 
under the law if it were amended as 
suggested. 
They are men who have 


never assumed the responsibility of 
rearing a family, who have no de- 
dependents, and who are engaged in 
no more essential occupations than 
were thousands of younger men who 
were called ami are now in uniform. 
And manv of them would doubtless 
prove really better soldiers—of more 
mature mind, more level-headed, less 
amenable to emotion and more amen- 
able to discipline—that they would 
have been. say. 20 years ago. 


Then, why not broaden the scone 


of the conscription law so as to en- 
eircie them: if deemed advisable, at 
the same time broadening_ the law's 
individual exemption provisions as it 
applies to Jhe men who are 
more 


"full of years" than those now in- 
cluded? 


11 is every citizen'<; duty now to do 


whatever 3ne can best do to help 3iis 
country win the war. That is. in 
fact, the citizen's first duty. And if 
a man, no mailer what h3«s age. can 
serve more effectively in uniform 
than in bomb-proof civilian garb, he 
ought to put it on.

Are we, the women ot this coun- 


try, helping the kaiser with our 
pens9 
We are assuredly, in every 


gloomy, worrisome depressing 
let- 


ter we send to dampen the spirits 
and take the heart out of a soldier 
in field or camp. If we do this we 
are crippling the army of America 
and strengthening the enemy, even 
though we are knitting day and 
night, putting our money into Lib- 
erty bonds and helping Hoover con- 
scientiously. 


In an enlightening article entitled 


"The Woman Behind the Soldier," 
Mrs. Rhinehart has offered the fol- 
lowing report made after first-hand 
study of the facts. 


"In one great army camp, 50,000 


letters are received each day, nearly 
all written by women. A careful in- 
vestigation lias shown that one in 
five, or 10,000 letters a day in that 
one camp, are of the sort to take the 
very soul out of a man. 
And the 


investigation showed that on the dayj 
a man received a discouraged and' 
peevish letter from home he was far 
below his normal efficiency." 


Mrs. Rhinehart concludes that if 


a like proportion of this typ 
of de- j 


pressing letters are being sent to 
France, the writers are doing their 
part to sap the strength and courage 
ot one-fifth of our forces. Is this a 
trifling aid to Germany, or is it not? 


During the past twelve months it 


has been my privilege to read a 
great number of soldiers' letters, 
written by relatives, friends, and 
total strangers, as well as countless 
others reprinted by the daily press. 
In* all of these I have not found a 
single one that did not breathe cour- 
age and cheer and hopefulness. The 
writers made the best of everything, 
they made light of their dangers, ill- 
ness and hardships; they joked about 
the rats and vermin, the cold and 
wet. the manifold discomforts and 
deprivations. 
But never one com- 


plaint or murmur have I yet seen 
penned by a soldier. Apart from any 
regulations of the censor, it has 
been evident that every soldier is 
taking pains to send back home only 
that which will cheer those left be- 
hind. 


Is it too much then to ask of wives 


and mothers, sisters and sweethearts 
that they shall refrain from putting 
petty worries and gloomy forebod- 
ing, household annoyances into their 
letters, whkh are so vital a factor 
in the lives of the men who. have 
gone out to stand between them and 
the Cerman guns? No doubt there, 
are thousands of lonely, anxious.' 
harassed women en this side of the i 
water, but as yet they have suffered' 
nothing when compared with their; 
sisters across the seas, and yet the 
women of England are smiling, the I 
women of France are smiling and 
even the women of Belgium are smil-' 
ing through their tears. 
If the 


American women, or even one-fifth 
of them ,are. at this stage of the 
great war sapping the courage of 
our men. what will they be when 
possibly they are confronted with 
the 
real 
hardship and 
privation 


which is now the portion of their 
European sisters?

Washington, May IS.—At least 5,- 


000,000 men, wpjnen and children 
took part "in the parade of mercy," 
held today in hundreds of cities, 
towns and villages, to mark the 
opening of the $100.000,000 war 
fund drive for Uie Red Cross. 
Ad- 


vance reports to the national head- 
quarters here described the demon- 
stration as the greatest humanitar- 
ian outpouring the nation has ever 
witnessed. 
Big cities, from coast-to- 


ccast and from Chicago to New Or- 
leans, saw elaborate parades and re- 
ports from towns and villages told 
of unusually large and attractive 
pageants. 


In some cities uniformed Red 


Cross nurses and workers marched 
with sections made up by the moth- 
ers, fathers and sisters of American 
soldiers and sailors. In many of lhe 
parades a large number of floats, 
either symbolic of the work of the 
Red Cross as the "greatest mother 
of the work.*' or else depicting the 
Red Cross actually in action at the 
batllefrcnl, or relieving the neces- 
sity of refugees from war-harassed 
villages, were employed.

battle fronts—Flanders and Picardy 
—but in what numbers is not dis- 
closed. Their coming however is 
having a great moral effect on the 
British and French and the longer 
the Germans delay, the greater will 
the American aid become. 


Aerial activity is the most promi- 


nent features of the news from the 
fighting zones, 
French and British 


airmen have dropped many more 
tons of explosives on enemy military 
targets while the Germans are be- 
coming more active in attempts to 
get behind the allied lines. In aerial 
fighting the British have brought 
down 35 German 
machines while 


British guns accounted for ten more. 
Berlin claims 
the 
destruction of 
eighteea allied airplanes. 
Another 


attempt to raid Paris Friday night 
failed. 


On the American sectors west of 


Montdidier, northwest of Toul and 
in Lorraine the aerial fighting also 
has increased. 


The Americans' positions in Picar- 
dy and in Lorraine are being bom- 
barded heavily by the Germans. The 
artillery fire has fallen off in the 
Toul sector but-American patrols are 
active there. 


A plot in the interests of Germany 


has been discovered m Ireland. An- 
nouncement of this latest develop- 
ment in Irish affairs was made in a 
proclamation issued by. the lord lieu- 
tenant calling on all loyal Irishmen 
to the government in putting down 
the conspiracy. Four prominent Sinn 
Fein leaders, 
including 
Professor 
de Valera, the president, have been 
arrested, as has Dr Dillon. - Three 
of the Sinn Fein^rs were active in the 
Dublin revolt In Easter 
week 
of 
1916. 


The proclamation calls upon the 
Irish to enlist voluntary to aid in 
the maintenance of the government 
and says measures will be taken to 
facilitate such recruiting. This may 
be an indication that the government 
has decided not to enforce conscrip- 
tion at once. .,£.. ,

and divisions engaged in the offen- 
sive which have been substantiated 
by British intelligence officers, there 
is scarcely a single instant where the 
losses were not so large as to cause 
eerious crippling of the efficiency of 
the unit. 


While it Is impossible to 
make 


from the figures any exact estimate 
of the total German losses, it is suf- 
ficiently evident that the enemy cas- 
ualties have been exceedingly heavy. 
One evidence of this fact is that the 
Germans, after calling upon all avail- 
able reserve depots in the western 
area, have already been compelled to 
draft into crippled divisions men 
drawn from Germany itself includ- 
ing those of the 1920 class. 
From 


this it may be concluded that the de- 
mand for men to replace losses has 
been greater than reserve centers 
could supply.
